—U P — Three 
persons were killed and six others 
seriously injured early today in a 
head-on 
collision near here 
be­ 
tween 
a 
Greyhound 
bus 
and a 
truck-trailer. 


Two 
of 
the 
dead 
were 
pas­ 
sengers on the bus which w as en 
route to Detroit from Pittsburgh 
and the other victim was the driv­ 
er of the truck. Identification of 
the dead and injured was not im- 
lr od ately available. 


The accident occurred w-hen the 
two vehicles collided head-on with 
the truck bursting into flam es and 
setting the bus afire. 


Police said the bus was carry­ 
ing 24 persons. Besides the two 
dead, six of the bus riders were 
hospitalized 
in 
serious condition 
and the remaining 16 passengers 
were treated for minor injuries 
and released. 


Bursts Toto F lam es 


Officers said they w ere ques­ 
tioning the released passengers at 
the Monro* County shefiff’s office 
in hopes of finding out how the 
crash occurred. They said “ w e’re 
not. learning m ud) because most 
o f these people were asleep at the 
tim e and they're still pretty shook 
up.” 


They said traffic w as being re­ 
routed around the crash area al­ 
though the w reckage w as “ pretty 
well rem ov ed ” from the road be­

of
